‘LET US BUY FIELDS’ 

Residents form charity to retain space for sport instead of housing

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A group of residents and sports 
players has set up a charity in a 
bid to save derelict playing fields 
earmarked for development. 

The group fears that redevelop¬ 
ment of the 25-acre fields in Old 
Schools Lane, Ewell Village, 
would mean the area would lose 
valuable green space and sporting 
facilities. 

Non-profit organisation Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield plans to build shel¬ 
tered housing for the elderly with 
24-hour care on the green fields, 
as well as building a modern 
sports pavilion alongside the 
development. 

Although its application was 
rejected by the council last year, 
after 1,500 people signed a petition 
to save the fields, the revised pro¬ 
posals are due to be debated in 
September. 

The new proposals include ac¬ 
commodation for up to 85 elderly 
residents, plus carers, as well as a 
new sports facility and all-weath¬ 
er pitch. 

The previous application in¬ 
volved reducing the five pitches 
on the playfields down to three 
pitches plus a practice area. 

The group Friends of OSL Play¬ 
ing Fields, which first formed in 
2013, is now establishing a charita¬ 
ble trust, and hope to buy the 
rights to the site if the application 
fails again. 

Members include local resi¬ 
dents, as well as representatives 
from sports teams including 
Ewell Castle School, Worcester

Park Cricket Club, St Clement’s 
Catholic Primary School and the 
Old Salesians Football Club, who 
had played on the grounds for 
more than 80 years before their 
closure in August 2014. 

Chairman of Friends of OSL 
Playing Fields, and former princi¬ 
pal of Ewell Castle School, 
Andrew Tibbie, warned that 
the development was a “further 
extension of urban sprawl 
enveloping the village”. 

He said: “I feel confident that 
there’s a strong argument for it to 
be rejected. I appreciate the need 
for housing the elderly, but regret 
that area has been chosen. 

“To my mind, it remains part of 
a conservation area and an impor¬ 
tant part of our village.” 

The trust hopes to purchase ei¬ 
ther the lease or the freehold of 
the site from the current owners, 
the Salesians of Don Bosco (SDB). 

They plan to make improve¬ 
ments to the sports and social fa¬ 
cilities, before returning the 
playing fields to common use. 

Although the cost of the fields 
themselves is estimated at 
£250,000, the group is aware that it 
may have to raise far more in 
order to outbid developers. 

Chairman of Nonsuch 



Abbeyfield, Graham Walker, said: 
“We are in the final stages of 
preparing revised proposals for a 
project that will provide two im¬ 
portant new community facilities 
at Old Schools Lane. 

“These proposals will consist of 
a modern and affordable assisted 
living with care community for up 
to 85 older people, which will 
be professionally managed and 
supported by local volunteers. 

“The accommodation and care 
facilities will be managed by 
Abbeyfield, a charity that has 
been operating locally for nearly 
40 years. 

“There will also be a 8.2-acre 


sports facility which will be 
vested in the community in perpe¬ 
tuity. Initially this will comprise a 
full-size all-weather pitch, a rugby 
or football pitch, a cricket pitch, 
new sports pavilion and sports , 
access and parking areas. 

“The sports facility will be I 
managed by Epsom Sports Club, a 
multi-sports club which has been 
operating locally for more than 80 | 
years.”

Footage then showed Mr Kukoyi 
running off across the Greenway.

A kitchen knife was later discov¬ 
ered under one of the seats of the 
toilets in the centre. 

Prosecutor Julian Jones said: 
“CCTV shows that it was 
initially Mr Benjamin that was 
the instigator. 

“What Mr Kukoyi did next was 
beyond anything that could be 
considered self-defence. 

“There was a struggle for the 
knife and Mr Kukoyi got the knife. 

“Thereafter he could have made 
his escape, but he did not do that. 


“He repeatedly and ferociously 
stabbed Mr Benjamin with the 
knife.” 

But Mr Jones told jurors they 
would not be hearing from the 
victim, who had “refused to co¬ 
operate with police” or have any 
part in the trial. 

He said: “Fabrice Benjamin re¬ 
fused to co-operate with the po¬ 
lice. While this is regrettable, we 
have CCTV footage. The prosecu¬ 
tion say the CCTV speaks for 
itself.” 

Mr Kukoyi was originally 
charged with attempted murder 
but this has been downgraded to 
wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm, which he 
denies. 

The trial continues.

A college student accused of 
“repeatedly and ferociously” stab¬ 
bing a man in broad daylight on 
Tolworth Broadway has claimed 
he was acting in self-defence. 

Larry Kukoyi, 22, of Millais 
Way, Epsom, appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court for the 
first day of his trial on Monday. 

He is alleged to have stabbed 
23-year-old Fabrice Benjamin 
three times in the stomach with a 
kitchen knife on March 10 this 
year. 

A knife was later found under a 
toilet seat in a Goals football cen¬ 
tre, where Mr Kukoyi was alleged 
to have hidden afterwards. 

CCTV footage of victim Mr 
Benjamin, who appeared to start 
a fight with Mr Kukoyi as he 
walked past him outside Lebanese 
cafe and takeway Rose Kitchen, 
was shown to jurors. 

Radio Jackie’s CCTV camera on 
the same road showed Mr Ben¬ 
jamin pull out a knife as the pair 
began to start fighting in the 
street. 

The stabbing took place at about 
6pm and several witnesses could 
be seen in the CCTV shown in 
court helping Mr Benjamin as he 
clutched at his stomach outside 
the cafe.

Fuel spillage on M25 after crash 


Drivers were backed up on 
the M25 on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing after a collision between 
a lorry and a crane near 
Leatherhead. 

Surrey Police confirmed 
that the road had been com¬ 
pletely re-opened by 9.20am 
after the incident at about 
5.15am where fuel was 
spilled on the carriageway. 

The incident involved a

Terrier mauled by 
out-of-control dog

A small dog thrown in the air 
like a ragdoll is recovering at 
home as police appeal for 
witnesses to the attack to 
come forward. 

A jack russell terrier called 
Lexi was left covered in blood 
with leg and abdominal in¬ 
juries after being 
attacked by a Staffordshire 
bull-terrier in West Ewell 
earlier this month. 

Her owner, 17 year-old 
Holly Banks, was left trauma¬ 
tised after witnessing the at¬ 
tack in an alleyway between 
Ruxley Lane and Scotts Farm 
Road in West Ewell. 

Police said the other dog, 
which was not on a lead, at¬ 
tacked Lexi. 

Officers are now looking to 
speak to its owner, who is de¬ 
scribed as a tanned white 
man, between 40 and 50 years 
old, about 5ft 6in, of slim 
build with greying short 
black hair. He was wearing a 
white top and jeans. 

Lexi had to undergo emer¬ 
gency surgery and while no 
major organs had been punc¬ 
tured, veterinary bills soared 
to more than £1,200. 

Holly’s mother, Helen 


Banks, 53, said: “This dog 
came over and threw Lexi up 
in the air like a ragdoll. It bit 
into her shoulder, flank and 
stomach. 

“I saw Holly bring her 
home and I’d never seen so 
much blood in my life. She is 
very lucky to be alive.” 

The family, of Jasmin Road, 
contacted the police and 
Lexi is now on the road to 
recovery. 

Mrs Banks said: “Whenever 
Lexi is around dogs now she 
always growls; she is in fear 
of other dogs. 

“I need to get her back out 
there because I’m scared 
she’s been put off interacting 
with other dogs for life.” 


She explained that other 
dog owners in the communi¬ 
ty are afraid for the safety of 
their pets, as well as that of 
small children. 

She said: “I know a lot of 
people around here who own 
small dogs like Lexi, and 
they’re all scared this could 
happen again. 

“And if this could happen 
to a dog, it could certainly 
happen to someone’s child, 
and that would be an abso¬ 
lute tragedy.”

Army called in 
to clear ‘bomb’ 

Bomb disposal experts were called to an 
estate in north Leatherhead after fears 
a live artillery shell had been un¬ 
earthed. 

Surrey Police confirmed it had been 
alerted at 11am on Wednesday, August 
12, after a device was discovered in a 
garden of a house in Clare Crescent. 

Although there were concerns over 
public safety, no evacuation of the near¬ 
by residents was necessary - roads 
nearby were closed for a time. 

The Army’s explosive ordinance dis¬ 
posal team were soon on site and able to 
safely remove the shell after confirm¬ 
ing it was a practice round, which was 
not active. 

Reader Andrew Dunne tweeted a 
photo he took of the bomb squad near 
his house. 

The recruitment specialist said: “I 
only work around the corner from my 
house and my wife had rung to say she 
couldn’t get home because the police 
had closed the road. 

“I cycled back round and was in time 
to photograph the Army as they re¬ 
sponded. 

“It’s funny because I occasionally re¬ 
cruit for the defence industry, so I’m 
used to working with soldiers - just not 
having them on my doorstep. 

"The police later told me that a neigh¬ 
bour had recently moved in and was 
renovating the house when they discov¬ 
ered the shell in the garden. 

“I’m glad it wasn’t dangerous and all 
got sorted so quickly.” 

The scene of the incident is not far 
from Leatherhead station, where back 
in May a suspected Second World War 
bomb was found to actually be a large - 
and harmless - rock.

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Fighting fit

Loganberry has already 
promised to keep one-third of 
the site free for wildlife, in¬ 
cluding foxes and lizards.

Shoppers in Epsom are not get¬ 
ting enough variety when it 
comes to the supermarkets avail¬ 
able to them. 

That is the view of one of the 
town’s most senior businessmen, 
who feels ongoing delays in open¬ 
ing new stores is ultimately harm¬ 
ing consumer choice. 

Currently, there are at least two 
plans on the drawing board for 
new supermarkets to be devel¬ 
oped in and around the town 
centre.

applications have been made to 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council. 

David Beddows has been centre 
manager of the Ashley Centre for 
10 years, but has worked onsite for 
all of its 33-year history. 

He said: “The thing about any 
change is that it does not happen 
overnight. It is like a giant jigsaw, 
it takes a while for the pieces to fit 
together. 

“It does not surprise me that it is 
taking so long and I would like to 
say I have inside knowledge of 
what the outcome of these plans 
will be, but, sadly, I don’t.” 


On the subject of the possible re¬ 
location of Waitrose, Mr Beddows 
added: “Waitrose wants a good 
store, in a good location, with 
good parking, and where they cur¬ 
rently are they don’t have that. 
But they do benefit from good 
footfall via the Ashley Centre. 

“When retailers decide to move 
on, it creates opportunity. Cur¬ 
rently, we are in a rare position of 
having 100 per cent occupancy, 
but I have to always ask myself 
the question ‘Do we have the re¬ 
tailers the people of Epsom want?’ 
And the answer currently is ‘No’. 

“Shoppers want choice, and 
right now Epsom cannot give 
them that. We know retailers 
want to come here, but it’s finding 
the right space for them. 

“All I can say is that Epsom will 
definitely get a new supermarket, 
but as to where that will be I real¬ 
ly don’t know.” 

An Aldi spokesman said: “It is 
important we listen to the views of 
locals before submitting a plan¬ 
ning application.”

Neighbours rally to 
put out home blaze

Witnesses have paid tribute to 
the community spirit shown 
after residents helped to put out a 
fire on the roof of a Worcester 
Park bungalow last week. 

Neighbours in Park Dale Cres¬ 
cent kept hoses aimed at the roof 
until Epsom and Esher fire 
teams arrived after 5pm on Tues¬ 
day, August 11, and fought the 
fire for two-and-a-half hours. 

Crews stripped tiles from the 
roof after the blaze, thought to 
have been caused while refur¬ 
bishment work was carried out 
on the house. No one was injured. 

A neighbour said: “I could see 
these jets of water, and I saw all 
these neighbours with hoses. 

“I later spoke with one who told 
me she was ironing when she 
smelt smoke. 

“After seeing it at the end of 
her garden she ran out and kept 
her hose on the roof until the fire 
brigade arrived.” 

Although praising the neigh¬ 
bours’ selflessness, the resident 
said she was not surprised at 
their actions, given the strong 
community bond. 

She said: “I’m not surprised 
people dropped what they were 



doing to help out - it’s just that 
sort of place. It’s a great area to 
live - this is a very friendly place 
where people look out for each 
other. 

“Even though the fire brigade 
was very quick to turn up, it was 
vital the neighbours did what 
they did. 

“It’s like first aid - it would have 
been much worse if no one had 
done something immediately.” 

A spokesman for Epsom fire 
station said: “All the neighbours 
were outside their houses and 


there was smoke billowing from 
the roof.” 

He said two firefighters wear¬ 
ing specialist oxygen equipment 
were sent in and the fire was 
under control in about 15 minutes. 

He said: “Getting to work and 
putting it out was done and dust¬ 
ed within about 15 minutes. 

“It was the auxiliary stuff after¬ 
wards, removing the tiles, that 
took longer. 

“We were there for about two 
hours. About a quarter of the 
roof had to be stripped off.”

An Epsom security guard rushed 
to try to save a man’s life after he 
was hit by a bus in Croydon town 
centre. 

Eddie McCourt, 62, a security 
manager at Croydon College, and 
colleague Donna Piercey, rushed 
to provide first-aid to a pedestri¬ 
an, believed to be in his 20s, who 
was critically wounded when he 
was knocked down by a bus. 

The man was critically wounded 
when he was knocked down in 


George Street, near East Croydon 
station on Friday morning and re¬ 
mained in hospital with head and 
back injuries on Monday, August 
17. 

Mr McCourt, who lives in 
Epsom, and has worked for the 
college for 11 years, said: “One of 
my officers put a call out on the 
radio that someone had been run 
down by a bus. We grabbed our 
first-aid kits and ran over. 

“All we were focused on was 
keeping him alive. 

“The young guy had been really 
battered and had a lot of blood 
coming from his head. 

“We secured his neck and his 


back and kept him comfortable 
and kept talking to him until the 
ambulances and the air ambu¬ 
lance arrived. 

“He was unconscious the whole 
time, but was just coming around 
as the ambulance got there.” 

London Ambulance Service and 
London’s air ambulance both re¬ 
sponded to the collision. 

The air ambulance landed in 
College Green, but the injured 
man was taken to St George’s Hos¬ 
pital in Tooting by road. 

Part of George Street was cor¬ 
doned off by police for about three 
hours on the day which has since 
been re-opened.

I accompanied her to the plat¬ 
form and waited nine minutes 
for the train to arrive at 14.53. 

I returned to my car to find a 
penalty notice which had been 
issued within two minutes of my 
arrival at the station at 14.42. 

I am disgusted that there are 
no facilities for helping people to 
the train. 

I freely admit I had not consid¬ 
ered it necessary to buy a park¬ 
ing ticket as I was not leaving 
the station and only went to the 
platform when we realised the 
station was unmanned. 

The attitude Southern Rail has 
to its customers is not designed 
to generate good will. 

Far more seriously, would 
someone helping an elderly or 
disabled person also be expected 
to purchase a ticket for 10 min¬ 
utes when they were still on sta¬ 
tion premises with no station 
staff to help?

One thought: Parkes’ view We need a bypass to 
'destructive and unhelpful’ sort out traffic issues 


Andrew Parkes’ comments 
(Thoughts of the week) about 
children with Asperger syn¬ 
drome - part of the autism spec¬ 
trum - were deeply offensive, 
especially his implication that 
they are “plain naughty” and in 
need of “some discipline”. 

This viewpoint is destructive 
and unhelpful. It demonstrates a 
complete misunderstanding of 
autism and the reasons why a 
child may behave in a certain way. 

I know from experiences with 
my own son when he was young, 
that children on the autism spec¬ 
trum are often over-sensitive to 
things like sound and light and 
can become highly anxious and 
overwhelmed in noisy, busy envi¬ 
ronments such as supermarkets. 

In some cases, this can lead to a 
“meltdown” and behaviours like 


shouting or running away. This 
has absolutely nothing to do with 
parenting or naughtiness. 

I know many young people on 
the autism spectrum who have 
grown from anxious children into 
interesting, engaging young peo¬ 
ple, but it takes a lot of love, pa¬ 
tience, understanding and 
tolerance of their differences. 

Parents of children with devel¬ 
opmental disorders such as 
autism have many mountains to 
climb as they learn to understand 
the unique ways that autism af¬ 
fects their child and different 
strategies to negotiate this. 

What they need is understand¬ 
ing and support, not judgemental 
attitudes.

With a booming rental market in 
urban areas in the UK, buying a 
rental property seems like an 
attractive investment opportunity 
for most parents thinking about a 
buy-to-let for their children going 
to university. 

A staggering one in five house¬ 
holds now own a buy-to-let and 
this is expected to rise from the 
current figure of 48 million to 5.5 
million by 2020.

best returns if you keep a property 
for 10 years or more, depending on 
the state of the housing market at 
the time of selling. 

When you go to sell your 
investment you will need to pay 
capital gains on any profit you 


have made, not including the 
original purchase price. 

This will be deducted from the 
final balance along with the cost of 
buying and selling your investment 
property and also the cost of 
improvements. 


Maintenance and repairs, 
however, will not be included in 
these costs as they will be covered 
by a tax allowance in each year's 
tax return.

1) Window frames are made 
using three main materials: 
wood, uPVC (a material called 
unplasticized polyvinyl chloride) 
and metal. You can also get 
composite frames, which usually 
feature a wooden core, covered 
by plastic or aluminium. Wood¬ 
en windows look great and are 
often the best choice for period 
properties, but they do require 
the most upkeep. You'll have to 
keep on top of wood rot as well 
as chipped and flaking. 

2) Metal, uPVC and composite 
windows require little mainte¬ 
nance in comparison, so yes, 
they're an easier option, but 
sadly, they don't last forever. 
Past-their-best uPVC and metal 
windows aren't pretty (although 
both can be painted) and the 
seals on double glazing can de¬ 
teriorate, allowing moisture to 
get between the panes. 

3) Swapping single glazing for 
double - or even triple - glazing 
will make your home warmer, 
quieter and more energy effi¬ 
cient. The older the windows 
are, the less energy efficient 
they're likely to be. Original sash 
windows, for example, are noto¬ 
riously draughty, but it's possi¬ 
ble to get double-glazed uPVC 
or wooden sashes, giving you a 
traditional look without being 
cold. You can also draught proof 
original sash windows with 
weather-stripping tape, or have 
them professionally draught 
proofed. 

4) If you live in a listed building, 
changing the windows won't be 
straightforward. You'll need 
listed building consent from 
your local council's conservation

department, and they usually 
want the windows replaced like- 
for-like so the appearance of the 
building remains unchanged. 
Councils are also concerned 
about the appearance of build¬ 
ings on 'designated land', which 
includes conservation areas and 
Areas of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty, and may place restrict¬ 
ions on replacement windows. 

5) All new windows must comply 
with building regulations, and 
you'll need a certificate to prove 
this, especially when you come 
to sell. Your local council's build¬ 
ing control department can 
check and sign off the windows, 
or you can use an approved in¬ 
spector, who does the same job 
but for a company. The easiest 
option is often to get the win¬ 
dows fitted by an installer regis¬ 
tered with a competent-person 
scheme, such as FENSA. This 
means they can self-certify that 
the fitted windows comply with 
building regulations.

According to a new study, homes 
on "lanes" are worth around a fifth 
more than the average house price. 

The research found that a property 
address containing the word "lane" has 
an average value of £245,906 - this is 
22 per cent more than the typical price 
of a property in the UK. 

The study, which was carried out for 
Barclays by property market special¬ 
ists, Hometrack, found that an address 
containing the word "way" was the 
second most valuable and had an 
average value of £218,742. A property 
situated on a "road" came in third with 
a price tag of £212,717. 

Properties located on either a "drive" 
or "street" seemed to command the 
lowest price, at £191,675 and £142,374 
respectively. The only place where

there seemed to be an exception to 
this rule was in London, where a 
property on a "lane" cost on average 
£152,284 less than a property on a 
"street". 

Recent research carried out by 
property giant Zoopla found that the 
most expensive roads to live on in 
London were all in the borough of 
Kensington. 

None of these roads were called 
"lane" or "street" though, with 
"garden", "crescent", "avenue" 
and "place" all appearing in the 
top 10. 

Flomes in Scotland tended to be 
most valuable when situated on a 


"close", with the average property 
value standing at £161,869, and in 
Northern Ireland, properties on a 
"road" were the most expensive, 
costing on average £148,519. 

The "lane" rule applied to Wales 
though, where homes cost £190,039 
on average. 

The average price of a property with 
"lane" in its address has doubled since 
2001, where it stood at £123,00, but 
Barclay Mortgages say every category 
has significantly increased over the 
last 15 years.

Epsom Property Market - Bricks and Mortar! 


The Land Registry has just released 
their latest set of figures for the Epsom 
Property market. It makes interesting 
reading, as average property values in 
Epsom remained static in May. This leaves 
average property values 10.3% higher 
than 12 months ago, meaning the annual 
rate of growth in the town fell to its lowest 
level since July 2014. When we compare 
Epsom against the regional picture, 
South East property values rose by 0.9%, 
leaving them 9.1% higher than a year ago. 

Obviously this is a far cry from the price rises 
we were experiencing in Epsom throughout 
2014. At one point (November 2014 to be 
exact) property values were rising by 14.1% a 
year. All the same, even with the tempering of 
the Epsom property values in 2015, property 
values are still higher. This is good news for 
local homeowners who had been affected 
by the downturn after 2007 and still find 
themselves in negative equity. 

However, the thing that concerns me is that the 
average number of properties changing hands 
(i.e. selling) has dropped substantially over the 
last 12 months in the town. In April 2014, 124 
properties sold in Epsom but in April 2015, 
that figure dropped to 55. I have been in the 
Epsom property market for quite a while now 
and the one thing I have noticed over the last 
few years has been the subtle change in the 


traditional seasonality of the Epsom property 
market. It has been particularly noticeable 
this year in that the normal post Easter flood 
of properties coming onto the market was not 
seen. This has made an imbalance between 
supply and demand, with less houses coming 
onto the market there is simply not as much 
choice of properties to buy in Epsom and with 
the population of Epsom ever increasing, this 
will generally strengthen house price growth 
for the foreseeable future. 

So what does all this mean for Epsom landlords 
or those considering dipping their toe into the 
buy to let market for the first time? For many 
people, buy to let looks a good investment, 
providing landlords with a decent income at 
a time of low interest rates and stock market 
unpredictability. 

However, if you are thinking of investing in 
bricks and mortar in Epsom, it is important 
to do things correctly. As an investment to 
provide you with income, for those with enough 
savings to raise a big deposit, buy to let looks 
particularly good, especially compared to 
low savings rates and stock market yo-yo’s. I 
must also remind readers, landlords have two 
opportunities to make money from property, 
not only is there the rent (income), but with 
the property market bouncing back over the 
last few years, property value increases has 
spurred on more investors to buy property in 
the hope of its value continuing to rise. 


Savvy landlords with decent deposits can fix 
their mortgages at just over 3% for five years, 
making many deals stack up. Nevertheless, 
low rates cannot stay low forever, because 
one day they must rise and you need to 
know your property can stand that test. I saw 
some Epsom landlords struggling in the mid 
noughties, when interest rates rose from 3.5% 
in July 2003 to 5.75% in July 2007. That might 
not sound a lot, but that was the difference 
of making a £100 a month profit in 2003 to 
having to make up a shortfall in the mortgage 
payments of £100 per month in 2007. 

Its true many landlords were thrown a life raft 
when the base rate dropped to 0.5% in March 
2009. Whilst interest rates have remained 
there since, mark my words, they will rise 
again in the future. However, even with the 
potential for costs to rise, demand for decent 
rental properties remains high as there are 
ever more tenants in the market, driving up 
demand and thus rents. The British love of 
bricks and mortar plus improving mortgage 
deals also add up to fuel the buoyant Epsom 
property market.

Hearing Jack Whitehall recount his starring moment 
in a school play, it is almost like he is describing a 
scene from his sit-com Bad Education. 

The 27-year-old comedian and actor, whose own 
education included Harrodian School in Barnes, told 
Vibe: "I had one drama teacher who was pretty tricky. 

"We did A Midsummer Night's Dream and I got cast 
in my best-ever role. I was playing Oberon, King of 
the fairies. 

"I was so excited, my parents were so excited - and 
at the last minute he decided the theme he was 
going for with the fairies was an African theme. I had 
to wear a grass skirt and brown face. 

"Because it was fairies and it was mystical, it was 
not as crass as blacking-up but certainly to the casu¬ 
al observer and to the observer looking back on the 
school photographs of the play, it looks pretty 
dodgy. 

"It's dodgy territory, especially in the school I went 
to which was not very diverse. It was a bold move." 

With this kind of wealth of experience, as well as a 
fertile imagination, it is no wonder Jack had plenty 


of inspiration to take his BBC3 series Bad Education 
beyond its three series on TV and onto the big 
screen. 

The Bad Education Movie, co-written by and 
starring Jack as calamitous teacher Alfie Wickers, is 
out Friday. 

Jack said: "It was an opportunity I couldn't turn 
down, really. We finished the series and I genuinely 
thought that was going to be it." 

Then he was offered the chance to write a script 
with co-writer Freddy Syborn and the pair set about 
writing something 'cinematic in scale'. 

Jack said: "We wrote this ridiculous script, this 
action film basically - the characters from the sitcom 
in an action film, set in Cornwall. We wrote the script 
basically expecting it never to get made." 

The money then came forward and the writers 
were faced with making their movie. 

"We were expecting to cut a load of stuff but they 
wanted the stuff we wrote," said Jack. "So we ended 
up filming this incredibly ambitious project and now 
it is coming out in cinemas." 


He added: "The bit I was surprised we ended up 
being able to do is the school trip the year before 
where Alfie goes to Amsterdam and he gets spiked 
with magic mushrooms in the Anne Frank museum. 

"He ends up hallucinating and thinking a model of 
Anne Frank is real and she wants to escape. 

"The opening sequence of this film is a title 
sequence set to me being pursued through the 
streets of Amsterdam high on mushrooms with Anne 
Frank under my arm being pursued by security 
guards. 

"Unfortunately we didn't have enough money to 
close down Amsterdam so a lot of people thought it 
was happening for real. 

"There were a few Dutchman who thought 'I'm 
going to make a hero of myself today' and lurched 
towards me just as the director shouted cut." 

Jack's list of scenes he didn't expect to get filmed 
extends to one where he 'teabags' (only Google it if 
you're feeling brave) a swan. 

He said: "The swan that we used was actually the 
swan from Hot Fuzz, which meant that at the time of 


filming the swan had more film credits than I did. 

"It was good, I guess, because it was very 
professional. He knew what he was doing." 

Jack grew up in Putney - he joked about the article 
as we sat down to chat, "it's going to be going 
through my parents' door, so be f*****g careful" - 
but was schooled at Dragon School in Oxford and 
Marlborough College as well as Harrodian. 

In the movie, his class goes on a riotous school trip. 
Jack's own educational outings weren't nearly so 
exciting. "My school trips were always so lame, so 
feeble, that nothing ever happened," he said. 

"You always go to a castle. You hear about all of 
these exciting things that happened at the castle 
but they were always so long ago. Castles have had 
their day. 

"We thought it would be fun for them to go to a 
castle and for some actual stuff to happen. They go 
to a castle in Cornwall and it ends up being laid siege 
to by a group of Cornish terrorists." 

The Bad Education Movie is in cinemas 
on Friday.
